Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; with respect to Wang, note that Wang teaches 
the use of diatomic oxygen which is a subgroup of atomic oxygen. Furthermore, note that the motivation to combine Hoff et al. or 
Ruzyllo et al. with Wang does not need to come from the primary Wang reference. Regarding applicant's statement that the references 
such as Ruzyllo teach away from Wang, Ruzyllo et al. talks about using nitrogen as a carrier gas and replacing it with hydrogen. Note 
that the process of Wang utilizes hydrogen gas. Furthermore, processing parameters are determined through routine experimentation 
and no unexpected results have been shown regarding the wide ranges claimed by applicant.. 
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
